That the new track of the New York Jockey 
Olub at Morris Park, Westchester County, is 
verv fast there can be no doubt, and in all 
probability the horses who broke records 
there were properly timed. The records 
which were lowered or equaled were the balf- 
mile, fve-eighths ofa mile. three-quarters of 
a mile, and one and five-eighths of a mile.

There are between 700 and 800 soldiers at the 
Barracks and they all read the Post- DISPATCH 
and hold opinions concerning the charges 
that have been made of cruelty and Injustice 
on the part of the non-coms. And it is 
probable that every one of them could give 
strong testimony of the truth of the charges 
and would give it t there was to be the right 
kind of an investigation and the men could be 
guaranteed protection against the brutality of 
the non - comes. 

It would take a mighty big guard - house to 
hold all the men who can tell a thing or two 
about the way Jefferson Barracks is run. 

But the present guard-house is big enough 
to stifle witnesses. A wholesome dread of it 
exists among the recruits, and sensible men 
will maintain silence rather than risk a night 
or day init, to say nothing of spending ten 
nights in such a pesthole. 

This guard-house will play an important 
part in choking off testimony and terrorizing 
witnesses, should there beareal investiga- 
tion. Remember this! 

The *‘non-coms’’ will use it right and left, 
and woe to the recruit who excites their ais- 
pleasure by taking sides with justice. 

Frank Erskine is merely uictim No. 1. 

A recruit from Company C is No. 2. 

Thi recruit, during dinner Tuesday, circu- 
lated a paper remonstrating against the qual- 
ity of the food that was set before 
them. Seven men bad signed the 
paper when Sergt. Mendon came in 
and ordered the recruit who was circulating 
the remonstrance tothe guard-house, and to 
the guard-house he went. The matter was 
called to the attention of the officer of the 
day, who examined the food and condemned 
it, at the same time ordering the cook to pro- 
vide a new dinner for the men, who were sent 
back from drill to eat it. 

The man who went to the guard-house was 
right, as the act of the officer of the day 
showed. Sergt. Mendon was wrong! 

The ‘‘non-coms,’* it would seem, are deter- 
mined to frighten the men into quiet submis- 
sion to the wrongs they have been enduring. 
And this, too, at a time when the non coms’’ 
pretend to be anxious to justify past cruelties 
and to make tbe recruit as friendly as possible 
to their cause. It was sald by a soldier from 
the Barracks, the other day, that since the 
PoOsT- DISPATCH had made its disclosures con- 
cerning army life and the War Department 
bad ordered an investigation, things had 
changed, but if they were ever any worse 
than they are now they must have been very 
bad indeed! 


There are a hundred men to-day awaiting op- 


portunities to desert, and they make no bones 
of saying so either. They have no confidence 
inthe result ot the Star Chamber ipvestiga- 
tion which the military authorities will make. 
They have seen these investigations before 
with the invariable and inevitable finale to 
each of them of a generous coating of white- 
wash for the parties,;who are tried. Military 
investigations don’t investigate and they all 
know it. 

Any change that may have taken place in 
the method of administering affairs at Jef- 
ferson Barracks has not done the recruits 
much good; they are still badly treated and 
poorly fed. And desertions go on. 

Aman from Company O deserted Wednes- 
day. He was under arrest charged with 
stealing ashirt, and was put to workin the 
hot-house.

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GAS STOCKHOLDERS DISSATISFIED WITH 
THE M’MILLAN RULE. | 


They Refased to Go Into the Trust and 
Want None of the Trust’s Iniquities 
Visited on Them—A Pooh Bah in the 


Business of Gas Manufacture—The Sit- | 


uation. 


HERE is likely tobe 

some litigation over 

the consolidation of 

the Laclede Gas- Light 

Co. with the St. Louis 

Gas-Ligaht Oo., the 

Water Gas Co. and the 

Carondelet Gas-Light 

Co. As has been pre- 

viously stated in these 

columns the trouble 

will come from those 

stockholders of the 

St. Louis Gas-Light 

Co. who, for reasons 

of their own, refused 

Sto go into the Gas 

Trust. They refused 

Jato surrender their 

stock on the basis pro- 

posed by the Philadel- 

phlans who negotiated 

for the creation of the 

trust, and have always been hostile to 
the desires of the combination. When 
the gentlemen who purchased the Laciede 


sought to combine that company with the 


trust companies they did not go to the indi- 
vidtal owners of the stock in the three com- 
bined in the trust for their stock, but pur- 
chased thelr trust certificates, which 
represented the stock and a vast 
amount of wind. This left the recalcitrant 
STOCKHOLDERS ON THE OUTSIDE 
and of less consequence in the affairs of the 
combination than ever. 

Negotiations were opened with the new con- 
trol, or by the new control for the purchase of 
the outstanding shares of the St. Louis Gas- 
Light Co., but a price less than what 
the owners thought to be the real 
value was offered. These owners are 


the Robert Campbell estate, which nolds 600 
shares; Charles Green, who own? 100 shares; 
David K. Rankin, who owns 100 shares, and 
the city, which owns 200 shares. 

All of the stock except the city’s holding has 
been offered to the combination for $400 per 
share, but the combination refuses to pay 
that price and, it is said, offered $375. 
The negotiations have been carried on very 

uletiy, but are now no nearer a conclusion 
than when the Laclede purchasers absorbed 
the trust. In fact the parties are wider apart 
and are almost ready to terminate negotia- 
tions in a fight. 

Cameron McMillan was brought here by 
the capitalists who bought the Laclede from 
Cleveland, and put at the 
nead of Laclede. When 
sequently certificates in 
ficient members were secured to guarantee 
a control of the trust, the capitalists took 
hold of the trust companies and appointed 
Mr. McMilian to be the 

SUPERINTENDENT OF EACH ONE. 
So it happens that Mr. MeMillan is the exec- 
utive head of the four gas companies now op- 
erating in 0 
Because of ™ the 
he dictates the 
of the four companies, authorizes all expeud- 
itures, audite all accounts or gives precise in- 
structions to subordinates forsuch audit and 
in fact exercises such direct control in the 
business ofeach one of the four companies 
as he would if they were absolutely merged 
into one company and he was at that com- 
pany’s head. 

But to avoid violation of the franchises of 
the companies which forbid consolidation Mr. 
MecMillan’s position in the three trust com- 
panies is not made public, though it is thor- 
oughly understood by the officers and em- 
ployes of the companies. 

Now it is understood that the outside stock - 
holders complain of this manner of carrying 
on the business of the St. Louis Gas-light Oo. 
because it means, they say, 

THE NEGLECT OF THEIR INTERESTS 
for those of the Laclede. In this they charge 
bad management and are considering attack- 
ing the combination now in controlin the 
courts. 

Charies Green was asked this morning what 
the programme of the attack was. He said: 
1 have not gone into the scheme and 

not know what is intended 
to be done. I am one of the 
stockholders who refused to go into the trust, 
but when I was approached to go into an at- 
tack on the present control I declined. David 
Rankin, the Campbell estate and some others 
are in it, I believe.’’ 

Mr. Rankin is at Saratoga and will not be 
back before September 15. John C. Omick, 
who represents the Campbell estate, said be 
had nothing tosay about the matter for pub- 
lication, but that some sort of a proceeding on 
behalf of his clients was under consideration.

et. Judge Thayer ordered the Government to 
proceed on the indictment passed 
upon to-day and to defer consideration 
of thé other cases on the docket. 
Both sides seemed content with the rulings 
of the court on the points raised by the de- 
murrer, the Government considering that the 
court still left books enough to hang con- 
viction on and the defense being satisfied that 


with the third count out of the way 4 con- 
viotion could not be secured. There are four 
counts in the new indictments, and to each of 
these objection was 

MADE BY THE DEFENSE. 

The court pronounced the third count bad. 
The first count charging pérjury was ob ected 
to on the ground that the word **perjory 
was used while sec, 5045 is not the perjury 
section. The court held briefly that the use of 
the word was asa conclusion rather than a 
definition, and did not class the allegation 
under the section which the defense claimed 
should be made the basis of the count, 

The objections to the second count, — 5 
the sufficiency of which the defense argued, 
were not given lengthy consideration by the 
Court. Judge Thayer showed that the count 
was only an 9 form of the first oount, and 
that as u man could only be punished once 
for a single offense the points raised were not 
deemed material. 

In regard to the third count the Court said 
there was pe doubt in his mind that the ac- 
ceptance o papers which were not lege’ had 
been made an offense by Congress and might 
be made to constitute a crime aside from the 
giving of false testimony, on which the court 
was led to order the issue. The defendant's 
attorney claimed that. the deseription of the 
alleged fraud was insufficient to guide the 
defendant in hie ansyer. In this the 
court sustained them, holding that the count 
was bad. It did not descrive the means 
which constitute the very charge the defense 
must answer, The kind of fraud is not 
averred in the defective count. 

The fourth eount, charging the counseling 
and advising of the fraud, was deeided to be 
good and the arraignment of the defendant, 
Lehman, was proposed. 

A buzz of surprise ran through the rows of 
lawyers seated within the bar on bearing the 
decision. They seemed to think that the 
Government had got into the queer position 
of undertaking 

TO TRY AN ACCESSORY 
to a felony wherein the principal had I only 
not been convieted, but had uo been indicted.

Something New in the Way of Novel Enter- 
tainments.

For the benefit of ladies interested in getting 
up church entertainments, and there are

This 
entertainment was original with us, and was 
declared by all who attended to be a very 
novel and successful affair, so successful, in 
fact, that we decided to repeat it. 


WHEAT BINS FULL TO BURSTING, 


The World’s Production of Wheat and Corn 
for 1889. 


Bradstreet’s and other authorities stand well 
agreed that the wheat crop of the United 
States this year amounts to nearly 500,000,000 
bushels. Upon this baeis it is estimated that 
the country’s wheat surplus for export this 
year will be 135,000,000 bushels, against the 
export of 94,920,000 bushels last year. 

The world’s increased production of wheat 


in 1889 was given in the ne figures: The 
United States, 82,000,000 A2 hels; Canada, 
8,000,000; England and France, 000,000; Italy, 
Spain, Belg um, Holland, Algiers, 32, 000, 000— 

making a total increase of 154, 000 , 000 — 

The decreased production is estimated as 
py at Russia, 72,000,000 bushéis; Roumania, 

; Hungar „86,600, 000, Germany, 8,000,- 

000; ast India, 18,000,000, and the Ardentine 
Repubite, Chili and’ Australia 24,000, 000— 
a total decrease of 166,000,000 bushels. 

If these estimates shall be confirmed con- 
sumers must reckon with a decline of 12,000,- 
000 bushels in the world’s supply of wheat. 
On the other hand there are Indications of an 
increased production of other cereals, though 
no reliable figures can yet be given. So there 
is no serious danger that the consuming 
millions will suffer from a failure in the sup- 
ply of their dally bread. 

‘he influence of the decline in the wheat 
crop in Russia and elsewhere is already — 
telt in some de ein the increased export 
of breadstiffs from this country at better 
rices * prevailed during the n 
ng perlod of last year. Though there 
is ache evidence of this tendency in the ex- 
porte of wheat, the exports of corn increased 

July, 1889, more than threefold In com pari- 

son with the exports of July, 1888. This 
shows that the consumers of Europe are be- 
ginning to feelthe pinch of a short wheat 
supply and are avalling themselves of cheaper 
substitutes for bread. 
Fortunately for consumers at home and 
abroad there is an abundant harvest of corn 
inthis country, upon which they could draw 
should speculation undertake to corner the 
wheat market against them. 


WHO OWNS THE COUNTRY? 


Three-Fiftus of Its Wealth Held by Thirty- 
One Thousand Persons.

Let us inquire whether there is any éxcessive 
concentration of wealth going on in the 
United States of America. Leaving mere 
clamor and unsupported assertions out of cong

Europe; it recognizes the right of labor to 


organize for self-protection; the debt to sol- 
diers who saved the Union is too great to be 
repaid, but all legislation in recognition of or 
to alleviate the needs of the sufferings of sol- 
diers and widows is approved. It commends 
liberal appropriations for river and coast de- 
tense by the navy, and favors legislation re- 
storing and promoting the merchant marine. 
It unequivocally pledges the representatives 
ofthe Republican party to open Columbia 
River; trusts and combinations which corpo- 
rate against labor denounced; endorses the 
exclusion act and recommends to favor fur- 
ther legislation for the protection of American 
labor and preserve the country for its citizens; 
asks that Indian reservations be opened as 
rapidly as possible as justice to the Indians 
will permit. 

On the first ballot ex-Gov. E. P. Ferry of 
Seattle was nominated for Governor,and John 
L. Wiison for Congress. The wiidest enthu- 
siasm prevailed. 


The New York Prohibiltionists. 


Syracuse, N. Y., September 5.—The Probi- 
bition State Convention was opened this 
morning with prayer by Rev. C. L. Haskell of 
LeRoy. The question of holding a State Con- 


vention in 1890 was left to the discretion of 
the State Committee. Sam Dickie of Michi- 
gan, Chairman of the National Committee, 
was accorded an ovation when he entered the 
hall. He made a brief address. A motion that 
the bichest nomination of the convention be 
givena lady was voted down, showing the 
drift of sentiment awainst woman suffrage. 
The work of selecting a State ticket was then 
commenced.

The Western Union Wants Bob Nichols Ex- 
cluded From the Exchange. 


There was some excitement on floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, and much more in the 
bucketshops,on account of a eharge which the 
Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change will be called upon to consider at its 
meeting on Tuesday next. Asis well known 
to habitues of the floor, Bob Nichols has 
long been in the habit of furnishing 


Chicago and other quotations to various 
bucketshbops -throughout tbe Southwest, 
When the Chicago quotations were not fur- 
nished by the Western Union Mr. Nichols re- 
ccived them every five minutes and furnished 
them to the local bucket shops. 

To-day the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
preferred charges against Nichols asking that 
the directors of the Merchants’ Exchaege ex- 
clude him fromthe floor, The ground given 
is that Mr. Nichols copies the quotations from 
the board, and sep@s them out by telegraph, 
thus violating the rules of the Exchange.

He 
had obtained his quotations over Western 
Union wires, but had abandoned that com- 
pany in favor of the Postal Telegraph, be- 
cause of the better service furnished by tne 
latter.

THE BARRACKS REVELATIONS, 


A Strong Card From a Citizen at the Na: 
tional Capital. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., September §.—A call 
was made at the War Department this morn- 
ing, but as yet nothing has developed here 
regarding the report to be made 
on the conduct of army matters 
at Jefferson Barracks. John C. G. 


Bohle of the mounted service at that post has 
been transferred tothe hospital corps at the 
same place as a private. The following card, 
written by George H. Morgay of this city, has 
been written for the Post- DISPATCH: 

„„The attention of tho press all over the 
countiy has lately been called to the enor- 
mous number of desertions from the army, 
especially from Jefferson Barracks, Missouri. 
During the year ending June 1, out of an army 
of 22,000 men there were 2,842 desertions, an 
increase over the previous year of 372. 
The recent revelations made at Jeffersun Bar- 
racks show that post to be conducted ina 
scandalous manner. Recruits are treated in 
a manner that would put to blusd an old time 
slave-driver. Some are treated worse than 
dogs. The food is a disgrace to any prison in 
the country, and every means are permitted 
the sutler to extort money from the luckless 
recruit, compelling him to buy necessaries at 
outrageous prices. These outrages are the 
cause of the wholesaie desertion from that 
post and can be verified by every man that has 
passed through Jefferson Barracks, and ina 
modified form the same cause operates all 
Over the army. If the officers would pav 
more attention totheir men, treat them less 
like dogs and more like human beings, the 
evil might be remedied. But as it stands at 
present soldiers are only modified slaves, and 
a man will risk any punishment to es- 
cape from serving the Government 
for five years. Making the men 
perform laboring work onthe frontier at less 
pay and with worse food than an Italian 
laborer receives isnot the wayto keep men 
in the service. Probably, now that the press 
is taking the subject up, the Government will 
make inquiries into alleged abuses, and the 
soldiers may look forward to being fed more 
like a white man and less like a hog, and bea 
soldier instead of a laborer.’’

Apples to England. 


From the Farm, Field and Stockman. 

American pork and American beef may be 
from time to time, temporarily rejected in 
Great Britian, but American apples are said 
to be more aud more popular. The British 


lower classes are coming to use them as they 
do the potato, as an indispensagle article of 
daily food. A million barrels of\apples went 
from this country to the United ngdom last 
season. Besides its growing popularity as an 
articie of food, it is becoming an important 
item of trade. Thousands of old women in 
Ireland and England are making a good liv- 
ps in rétailing the ‘‘round, rosy-faced’’ 
ruit. . 


The French have long madea large use of 
applesasan article of diet for the middle 
classes and even the comparatively poor. 
They are skilled in different ways of cooking 
apples. To the millions in England who are 
extremely limited in good food, who rarely 
have any fresh meat, and if they have meat 
at all, are confined to bacon and salt fish, the 
American apple must be most welcome. It is 
healthy. The British Government might well 
encourage its importation for the beaith of 
the people.

Missouri is one of the few States in the Union 
in which bounties are paid on wolf scalps, and 
the only one in which there is a price put on 
the head of a rat. The State law outlawing 


these animals permits county courts to au- 
thorize their extermination, but fixes the 
price ofa wolf scalp at $3, to be paid by the 
county. There are counties in South Ventral 
Missourl, sparsely settled and very poor in 
many ways, that are always referred to as 
**wolf scalp counties. Before the war the 
settlers had the wolves in pretty good control, 
but during the six years of fighting all the 
men inthe southern counties were in one 
army or the other, and during these years the 
wolves multiplied to such numbers that the 
sheep-raising industry of that section never 
has been restored. In the five years of 1870 to 
1875 $1,500,000 were paid out by the State for 
wolt scalps. One would think that parties 
had embarked in the business of raising 
wolves as a means of livelihood. This is not, 
however, true, for it will take more than an- 
other million anda half to exterminate the 
weives from South Missouri.

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE FOR RIVERS IN THE 
EXTREME WEST. 


An Experiment With Catfish That Proved 
Disastrously Unsuccessful —In Spite of 
Several Inexplicable Accidents the Fish 
Are Planted, and the Unfortunate Re- 
sults—Shad and Salmon. 


. IREOT from Oall- 
\ fornia, L. N. 
Shepard of Stock- 
ton, Cal., for 
many years a 
member of the 
California State 
Fish Commis- 
sion, arrived in 
the city this 
morning and is 
at the Lindell. 
In conversation 
with a*represen- 
tative of the 
Post - DISPATCH, 
Mr. Shepard said: 
„1 have been 
greatly inter- 
ested in the in- 
troduction of Eastern fish into our Pacific 
slope waters, and have actedin conjunction 
with the United States Fish Commission in 
this matter. Ourfirst experiment was most 
discouragingly unsuccessful. 
A PIRATICAL FIGHT. 

„Some one started the idea of introducing 
the catfish into our waters. The matter was ar- 
gued at length in the Legisiature, those advo- 
cating it taking the ground that it would be of 
great advantage to the poorer classes to have 
a cheap fish suitable for food, I argued 
against it, as did a number of gentlemen who 
bad made a study of the matter, and we were 
sustained in our oyinion by letters from the 
Fish Commission. ut was during the 
Kearney regime in Francisco, the legis- 
laters were afraid of taking any action,that 
would be construed as bostile to the laboring 
man,and the result was that we were directed 
to stock the California rivers with catfisn. 

Ot course we had to obey the order, but we 
did it ma way as little detrimental as possi- 
bile. Alarge number of young catfish were 
obtained and sent to different parts 
of the State, But a peculiar 
fatality seemed to attend the 


shipment. Our employes became, for some 
unaccountable reason, more careless and 
clumsy than at any time before or since. In 
one case the fish intended for the Sacramento 
River, and which were inclosed in watertight 
boxes, were found to be dead when ready to 
be placed in the water. Through inexcusable 
carelessness a paper of arsenic bad been al- 
lowed to drop into each box, andthe know 
edge of the fact did not reach the commis- 


sioners for many months. In an- 
other instance a leak opened and 
the young fish were ead when 


they reached their destination. Twoor three 
dynamite cartridges fell into the hatching 
pond in some mysterious manner, and the 
supply was cut off. 

A TOO SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT. 

But unfortunately the fish with which the 
San Joachin was stocked arrived in good con- 
dition and were placed in that river. They 
throve wonderfully, and within three years 
had pretty well cleared out everything else. 


Such a voracious set sharks I never 
saw in my life. They did up 
the trout in short order, and if we 


had not taken care to build low dams on the 
mountain streams emptying into the San Joa- 
quin, would have cleaned them out too. When 
brought to market no one would buy them, 
and they were soon recognized as an unmiti- 
gated nuisance. On a quiet hint received 
from some well-known gentiemen, the large 
landowners along the upper waters of the San 
Joaquin dropped dynamite cartridges in- 
to the water. Many fish were killed, 
but many more remain, and as 
long as they are there we have little hope of 
being able to replace them with anythin 

better. A mud cat seems to be able to stan 

the roughest treatment, and is * 
immortal. A more pestiferous fish does not 
exist than these big-moutbed pirates, and it 
would be worth a great deal to the farmers 
* the San Joachin if they could be gotten

PRICES OF RARE BOOKS 


BIG SUMS PAID AT RECENT NOTABLE 
SALES. 


A Great Collection of Shakspeare Editions 
—Folios and Quartos Under the Hammer 
—A First Felio for Over $2,000—Twenty 
Quartos—The Library of the Late Fred- 
erick Perkifis, 


The library formed in England dy the late 
Frederick Perkins of Chipstead, in Kent, the 
sale of which took place in London afew 
weeks ago, was speciaily interesting because 
of the important collection of quarto editions 
of the plays of Shakespeare and a fine copy of 
the first folio of 1623. Itis said that there has 
not been such a sale of the Shakspeare editions 
ofthe quarto plays since the dispersion of 
George Daniel's collection in July, 1864, when 
upward of thirty were sold at high prices, and 
when a very fine firstfolio brought £716, being 
purchased for the Baroness Burdett-Coutts. 
Mr. Perkins badicollected twenty fo the quar- 
tos, and his folio of 1623 sold for £415, the 
quartos also bringing high prices. From an 
elaborate report of the sale in the London 
Times the foliowing details are learned: 

The first of the folio editions was ‘‘Mr. Will- 
lam Shakspeare’s Comedies, Histories and 
Tragedies, published according to the true 
original coples. First edition, London, 
printed for Isaac Jaggard and Edward Blount, 
1623. The title and the verses of Ben Jonson 
are both mounted, otherwise this was a very 
fair copy, bound in blue morocco with gilt 
leaves—£415. 

The second edition, 1632, with the same 
title, folio, printed by Thomas Cotes for Rob- 
ert Allot, 1632. This was damaged by a worm- 
hole through half the volume. Large copy, 
in blue morocco, with gilt leaves—<£47. 

The folio of 1664—‘‘Mr. William Shak- 
speare’s Comedies, Histories and Tragedies, 
published according to the true original 
copies, and unto this impression is added 
seven Plays never before printed in folio.’’ 
Third edition, folio, printed for R. C., 1604. A 
very large and sound copy, not mended in the 
least—£100. 

The folio of 1685, having the same title as the 
previous one, fourth edition, London, printed 
for Herringman, E. Brewster and R. Bentley, 
1685. In this the portrait and two last leaves 
were slightly repaired, and it has two copies 
of the title page (differing)—4I4. 

The first in the sale of the quarto editions of 
the plays was Love Labor’s Lost, ‘‘a pleas- 
ant conceited comedy, called ‘Love’s Labor’s 
Lost,’ newly corrected and augmented by W. 
Shakespeare, small quarto. W. W. for 
Cuthbert Busby, 1598. First edition, 38 leaves, 
the headlines cut into and the last page 
mended. Oneofthe rarest of the quartos— 
£70.

MOSTLY HELD IN NEW ENGLAND. 


A Decision on the Part of the Creditors Una- 
der the Floating Debt to Sue the Com- 
pany—No Danger of the Operation of the 
Road Being Suspended—The Legislation 
Needed. 


OING ovt Mons the 
line of the Cable & 
Western Raliway 
one hears a great 
many speculations 
to what will be 
done with that 
road, and as to the 
possibility of the 
tracks being torn 
upand a hole left 
in the middilé of the 
street where the 
slot rail now is. 
From a searching 
investigation made 
to-day it may be 
stated that there is 
no danger what- 
ever of this. City 
Counsellor Bell has 
expressed the opinion that the troubles of the 
company were created forthe purpose of in- 
ducing sympathy, and prevailing upon the 
Municipal Assembly to enact the legislation 
asked by the railway company. The condi- 
tion of the company, On its face, however, 
does not give foundation for this view of the 
matter. The company is really in sore straits, 
partly,as it is claimed,from bad management, 
and partly from the manner in which it 
has been handicapped ever since it was 
first conceived. The only people who 
have ever made any money out of it were the 
Claypool- Depaw syndicate, from Indianapo- 
lis and New Albany, Ind., who constructed 
the road in 1884, and then sold it out. They, 
according to common reports, made very fair 
fortunes out ot it. Given an unreasonable 
route by the Municipal Assembly, they con- 
structed the road with such light machinery 
that its operation successfully was a physical 
impossibility. Out of this the troubles of the 
company have largely grown, until its 
PRESENT FINANCIAL CONDITION, 
as placed by those conversant with it, Is 
placed as follows:

The first mortgage bonds, $600,000, were 
issued by the Claypool-Depaw syndicate in 
1884, when the road was constructed. They 
sold $800,000 of the issue at par to 103, and 
$300,000 at 106. Half of the issue was sold in 
Boston and vicinity in small lots, and the 
other half among Indianapolis and Indiana 
investors. St. Louis, it is claimed, does not 
hold over $1,000 of the bonds. The statement 
is also made that the road was almost en- 
tirely constructed out of the proceeds of these 
bond sales, and that the original stockholders 
put in merely nominal sums, though they suc- 
ceeded later in selling their stock at 97 and 98, 
reaping an enormous profit. 

With the sale ofthe road it became neces- 
sary to putin heavy machinery and make a 
great many improvements. The road prom- 
ised such success, notwithstanding its physi- 
calinability to handle the business, that the 
management became intoxicated in the belief 
that they had a mortgage on the earth, em- 
barked in extravagant expenditures and then 
awakened to find thatsume one else had a 
mall claim on the earth. Lee, Higginson & 
Co. of Boston had been paying all the bills, 
and in the spring of last year, to secure them, 


it became necessary to make an issue 
of $400,000 of second mortgage bonds 
running thirty years and bearing 6 per 


centinterest. Among the investments made 
was $50,000 in the Narrow-gauge road and ex- 
tensive improvements made after its pur- 
chase. Just before the sale of the road to the 
Cabie & Western it had been practically 
offered to another syndicate at ,000, but 
after investigation the offer was declined. 

Since then the company has been steadily 
becoming 

DEEPER AND DEEPER INVOLVED 

in debt, until the statement made to-day that 
its floating debt is approximately $350,000 
is not a matter of much sur- 
prise to people in any way acquainted 
with street railroad affairs. This floating debt 
was incurred to meet operating expenses, 
pay-rolis, etc., and to pay off the coupons as 
they became due. Half of it is owing to Lee, 
— & Co., a pore roportion of the 
balance to parties living in New Engiand, and 
but a small proportion to people residing 
here, though one gentleman here is known to 
have advanced about $15,000. The coupons 
are of course held as security, but if the road 
is sold out by the bondholders and does 
not realize the amount of the bond 
issaes, they will, of course, be 
as worthless as the claims under the floating 
debt. To this fact is due the payment of the 
interest as it has fallen due, and it is believed 
by those on the inside that Lee, Higginson & 
Co. will come to the front and pay off the in- 
terest due next November. Ifthey do not 

ursue that course, or if Judge enry D. 
zughiin does not succeed in the organization 
ofthe new company which he now has in 
hand, all of their 

INTERESTS WILL BE SACRIFICED, 
and the stock issues of $1,000,000 be wiped out. 
Of this stock issue Lee, Higginson & Co. own 
over one-half andthe balunce is practically 
held in St. Louis, there not being over five 
hundred sharesin St. Louis. With this stock 
they bold but few, if any, of the bonds, so 
that their entire interést is of a character to 
be made of no value whatever if the opera- 
tion of the road is suspended or if the inter- 
est on the bonds is allowed to default. There 
ie thus every reaton why they should keep 
she corporation alive. In the meantime, 
however, as it was definitely learned this 
morning, the creditors under the 
floating debt have fully determined to 
sue the company on their claims, and then to 
Go everything they can to protectthem. The 
position taken by Lee, Higginson & Co. was 
stated very tersely. They believe that with 
the proper legislation the property is worth 
much more than the amount of the bonds and 
the floating debt, and they desire to retain 
possession of it until they see whether they 
can secure this legislation or effect a sale of 
the property and its franchises. They do not, 
however, have any faith in being able to sell 
as long as the fineof $100a day is hanging 
over the company. With the road falling 
short of expenses and with this fine accumu. 
lating it would only be a question of time until 
the city would own the property. 
THE LEGISLATION REQUIRED 
issuch as will relieve the company from ex- 
tending the cable line on the right of the Nar- 
row-Gauge to Taylor avenue, and give it a 
franchise over other streets by which it can 
reach Forest Park. It is claimed that the ex- 
tension of the cable on the Narrow-Gauge 
wonid not only cause the abandonment of 
that part of the steam division, but would 
render valueless the Narrow-Ga e depots,

It is expected that 
strenuous efforts will soon be made to insti- 
tute reforms in the marine corps, and there 
are few of its officers who do not believe that 
such reforms are sorely needed. 


A TRIVIAL ACCIDENT. 


How It Led to the Death of Little Edward 
Heagle. 


On the evening of Tuesday, September 3, Ed- 
ward, the 9-yedr-old son of John W. Heagle, a 
painter, living at 700 Market street, died at 
his home of tetanus or lockjaw.

He complained of a 
cramp in his stomach and a stiffness in all his 
joints. His mother put bim to bed and be- 
came so alarmed thatat 8 o’clock the same 
afternoon she calied a physician who at once 


pronounced the case one of ilock-jaw. 
Un Sunday the patient’s jaws became 
firmly set. He seemed to suffer but little 


on this account, and the fact was only dis- 
covered when Mré. Heagle attempted to er 
a teaspoonful of medicine in his mouth. Since 
that time the bop has been growing steadily 
worse, and on Tuesday nighé he died. Five 
hours before he passed away the atient 
spoke of feeling much better, his jaws having 
relaxed to a considerable extent. Dr. Frank 
is of the opinion that the deceased contracted 
cold in the injured finger on the evening of 
the boat excursion. Tetanus then set in with 
fatal results.
